WASHINGTON, BSept. 2—President
Wilson today refused to lat the Colorade
Fuel and Iron Company turn down his
pian of A peaceful pottlement of the
Colorado mining strike, when J. ¥, Wel-
porne, preaident of the company, told the
FPresident that his plan was not acceptable
to the company.

Tha President, In reply, told Mr. Wal-
porna to reconsider, arfd In the most em-
phatie fashion told him that In view of
the presant eriela In the country he should
not definitely refuse the offer of settle-
ment

Ar. Walhorne promisad to get in touch
#1th the other operators in Colorado, and
‘have thelr nanswer In the DPresident's
pands In a few days, It s ronsldered
probable that the operators will square
tha leaue presented by the Presldent and
stand pat on thelr declination.

The Colorado Fuel and Iron Compahy
thraugh Mr. Wellorn today  presonted
an alternative plan of settlement to the
president. The latter declined to eon-
pider 1t, saying that he was not thor-
enghly familine with the facts of the
Colorado situation, but that he thought
the plan of a three yeara' truce a falr
one. He ndded that he did nnt intend
to act as Judge or arbiter In the sltun-
tion, but only ns a pencemaker.

The President showoed his disappelnt-

ment  plainiy. He had belleved that,
under existing condiiions, his proposal
for a three years' truce wohtld be nc-
cepted by both aldes, He remained
firm. however, and Informed the coal
magnates thnt he would Insist on the
acceptance pf the plan,

“Go back to Colorndo,” he 18 reportad
te have declared, *“"and reponsider your
decislon, You cannot afford to decline
sich a propozition in view of all the
existing circumstances."

Mr. Welborn was closcted with  the
Presldent for nenrly an hour. On leav-
fng tha White House he appeared fus-
tered, but he declined to divulge any
detalls of his Interview,

Survivors From Three Cruis-
ers Sunk by German Sub-

marines Arrive in England.

Tell of Escape.

LONDION, Sept. 23

The magnitude of the disaster sufferad
in the North Sea when the crulsers Abou-
Kir, Creasy and Hogus were struck by
German submarines;, struck home to Eng-
Innd today whey It waa learned that only
811 survivors, ofMcers and sallors. had
been accounted for. The missing number
1464, the thres sklps having carried 2100
sallors and 185 oMeers,

It 1a belleved that gome of the missing
have bean rescued by ships that will re-
port Inter, but even the most optimistie
fear that the death list will total at least
1600,

Only the barest datalls have yat
reached Jhere of the terrific execution
caused by the torpedoes ment from the
German submarines, The unofMclal re-
porta atate that the three crulsers were
sent to the bottom within n space of only
two hours. The Aboukar was attacked
about 8 o'clock yesterday morning,
Within a few minutes her shattered hulk
had sunk, leaving on the surface only
wreeknge and members of the crew who
hind able to throw themselves into
the sen before the vessel went down,
